There are ten teams in the league, which stretches 
from Wareham to Truro. Each team has approximately 23 
players, some of whom are temporary players who start 
out the season when the regulars may still be in school. 

After the season, players return to college, some- 
times with no more than a day or two off before starting 
classes, so the league demands a real commitment from 
players. 

The players receive no money for their participa- 
tion in the league, but in mid-season scouts come down 
to observe the talent pool and players may ultimately be 
drafted through this process.

Nicholson said. "We're very confident that if we rebid it, it 
won't come in any lower because we're seeing substantial 
increases in (contract jobs). It's a much-needed project and 
we need to get the authorization from Mattapoisett for the 
$570,000 additional." 

This would bring Mattapoisett's total share of the 
$15.2 million project to an even $5 million, which would 
be funded through water users' fees, estimated to be 
about $140 per household annually. 

Mr. Nicholson said this additional bonding didn't 
require a Town Meeting vote, but they did need approval 
from the Board of Selectmen to move forward. Both the 
towns of Marion and Fairhaven have already approved 
their shares of the additional project cost. 

"It seems reasonable and we need to get it done," 
Selectman Andrews said. "Construction prices are escalat- 
ing everyday and I think we need to lock in the current 
rates." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to ap- 
prove the total $1.9 million in additional borrowing for 
the Mattapoisett River Valley Water District's treatment 
plant project, with the stipulation that they make sure the 
bonding didn't require Town Meeting approval. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Botelho noted the 25 percent design for Mattapoisett's 
Bike Path project has been submitted to MassHighway by 
VHB Associates and John Rockwell of Marion has been 
engaged to delineate the wetlands before work proceeds

Attack Cat 

My one year old cat stalks me as I walk around the house and fre- 
quently attacks my ankles. He doesn't try to hurt me but how 
can I get him to stop this behavior? 

If your cat is an exclusively indoor pet, he may he exhibiting normal 
hunting behavior Cats are natural predators and your cat is simply acting 
instinctively. Make a toy out of a ball of aluminum foil on a string tied to 
a stick. Try to get the cat to focus on hunting something other than your 
ankles. 

I have dragged a string on the floor that he will stalk but it doesn't 
seem to lessen the ankle attacks. Any other suggestions? 
First, I'd avoid letting your cat play with a simple piece of string. If he 
plays with string when you are not present and swallows some, it may 

require intestinal surgery to remove it. 

If your cat requires more play time than you can provide, consider adopt- 
ing a kitten. There is no guarantee that they will get along but since your 
cat is still young he will probably gladly accept a new playmate. Cause 
for Paws in Mattapoisett and Champs Shelter in Wareham as well as the 
Animal Rescue Leauge in New Bedford have many kittens available for 
adoption at this time of year.

The Selectmen then met with members of the 
Board of Assessors and the Finance Committee (FinCom) 
to discuss using available funds to make repairs and im- 
provements to the Assessors' Office. 

"We now know that we have approximately 
$4,000 available in our unspent operating funds," said As- 
sessor John Mello. "Funds can be transferred from differ- 
ent categories within a department ... so we're asking that 
$4,300 be transferred from our Assessors' stipend account 
to our operating account ... in order to get as far as we can 
with the work we need to do. We're looking at carpeting, 
repairing the windows, and, if we can, get a rebuilt (cus- 
tomer) counter." 

According to Mr. Mello, the stipend account is 
generally used for work that would otherwise be done 
by outside accountants. The line item was budgeted at 
$16,000 for the year. They hope to add the transferred 
$4,300 to an existing $4,000 already in their operating bud- 
get line item to provide them with just over $8,000 for the 
needed office upgrade. 

"We're hoping to have a dedicated terminal ... 
and counter space for the public," added Assessor Jana 
Cavanaugh. 

"This work all has to be committed by Friday," 
noted Town Accountant Claudette Coutu, advising that's 
when the current fiscal year closes. "You need to have a 
contract (for the work)."

Democracy reared its head in Marion last Friday. It was 
an unwelcome appearance to some in itself and in its result. 

The occasion was the recount of the vote on Question 1 
on the recent town (election) ballot dealing with the $3.4 million 
funding for a new police station. The normal machine optical 
("Accuvote") count of the ballots post-election had resulted in a 
four-vote approval of Question 1, i.e. YES: 626, NO: 622, Blank: 
36. 

When a recount was requested by 29 petitioners within 
the permitted 10-day window, the sponsor was told by the per- 
tinent town official that "being close" was not valid justification 
for a recount. Neither an online search of the Elections divi-

sion webpage nor discussion with someone from that division 
provided any clarification. Finally, Town Counsel Qon) Witten 
— to his credit in the current environment — ruled the recount 
possible. 

The "hand" recount was done by five pairs of readers/ 
recorders for the town, flanked by five pairs of observers for the 
petitioners, going through the 26 groups (50 ballots /group) of 
ballots and individually reading the voter's marking and record- 
ing it on a tally sheet. Any questionable marking was immedi- 
ately called out and adjudicated. In each of those call-outs there 
was unanimous agreement among town counters, observers and 
the Town Clerk about the particular voter's intent. ("Voter in- 
tent," where it can be clearly established, trumps any mismark- 
ings. It can only be determined by a hand count.)

second pair of eyes to those of the official counters. As with any 
human endeavor, there were errors during the recount for which 
the extra scrutiny proved necessary. That said, the pair of town 
counters I oversaw were extremely competent. 

The recounted and final vote on Question 1 was: YES 
- 626; NO - 626; Blank - 32 ... a tie and hence a defeat for Ques- 
tion 1. The net effect of the recoxmt was to convert four blanks 
to ("NO" votes). When recounting, one does not know how 
the machine classified a particular ballot. But, in one instance 
in Friday's recoimt, the voter had circled "NO" in the text of 
the question and made only a very light pencil mark within the 
oval. It was agreed by all to be a "NO" vote and likely had been 
deemed a "blank" in the machine-count. 

The disappointment of those for whom the recount 
turned a win into a loss should be tempered by the knowledge 
that democracy and the actual will of the voters in this case 
prevailed. (I was ready to accept that the initial tally would be 
upheld.) I was also happy that the nay-thinkers to a recount 
were disappointed. 

The saddest commentary is that only 37.5 percent of the 
voters turned out. In other words, almost 2/3 of the electorate 
deferred to the other 1 / 3 for important decisions about elected 
officials and about major years-long capital expenditures. We 
need to change that.

limited donor budgets. 

The "Makepeace Land Conservation Fund" will 
provide assistance for donors of conservation restrictions 
on land. A landowner often has to pay several "unexpect- 
ed" fees when donating a legal interest in land to a land 
trust. A landowner has to pay, for example, for a property 
survey, a forester's evaluation of the property, registra- 
tion of vernal pools, appraisal of the property's value, 
and other real estate transaction fees. And the property 
must then be monitored and maintained in perpetuity, by 
the land trust, to ensure the ecological health and natural 
resource value of the property and compliance with the 
Conservation Restriction contract. 

Transaction costs can sometimes be prohibitive 
to donations of interests in land that landowners would 
otherwise be motivated to make. The "Makepeace Land 
Conservation Fund" will provide incentive to landowners 
who are interested in land and natural resource conser- 
vation but do not have the liquid financial resources to 
donate an interest in their land, cover real estate transac- 
tion costs, and provide an endowment to enable future 
monitoring and maintenance of the property. 

The grant was presented at a ceremony at the 
Makepeace Campus in Tihonet Village on June 1 at which 
time representatives from the 27 selected organizations 
were able to meet with and personally thank the Board of 
Trustees of the Makepeace Neighborhood Fund.

Bird Island Project 

At the request of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, Executive Office of Environmental Affairs, the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, New England District is 
proposing an environmental restoration project at Bird 
Island in Marion. 

Bird Island provides critical nesting habitat for 
about 22 percent of the northeast population of Roseate 
Terns, which are listed as Endangered at both the Federal 
and State levels of jurisdiction. "Roseate Terns are listed as 
Endangered principally because of range contraction and 
secondarily because of declining numbers," said biolo- 
gist Judith Johnson, of the Corps' New England District, 
Engineering / Planning Division. "Few suitable Roseate 
Tern nesting sites exist in Massachusetts or within the 
Northeast region as a whole. As a result, terns are highly 
concentrated into just a few sites." 

This concentration increases their vulnerability to 
threats such as habitat loss, oil spills, severe predation and 
storm events, and disease. "It is imperative that suitable 
nesting sites be restored and maintained so that as many 
alternate sites as possible are available in order to buffer 
the terns in case major threats materialize," Ms. Johnson 
said. "Loss of even one primary Roseate Tern nesting is- 
land could have severe consequences for this endangered 
population. The restoration of Bird Island presents an op- 
portunity to substantially increase the northeast popula- 
tion of Roseate Terns."

Two Corps authorities are potentially applicable 
to the project: the Aquatic Ecosystem Restoration Author- 
ity and the Beneficial Uses of Dredged Material Authority. 

Bird Island measures approximately 3 acres in 
size, of which 1.5 acres of the island is above the elevation 
of the Mean Spring High Water tide. The island is sur- 
roimded by a deteriorating revetment, which has allowed 
waves to erode its surface, lowering the ground elevation 
and changing it from sand and gravel with low herba- 
ceous vegetation to salt marsh and salt pannes. 

"This habitat alteration has reduced the area 
available for tern nesting," said project manager Larry 
Oliver, of the Corps' New England District, Engineer- 
ing/Planning Division. "The limited nesting area on Bird

Island forces Roseate Terns to compete with Common 
Terns, its nesting associate, which is also listed as a Spe- 
cies of Special Concern in Massachusetts. 

"The objectives of this project are to reverse the 
deterioration at Bird Island and to increase the island's 
stability in order to increase numbers and productivity of 
both species of terns there," Mr. Oliver said. "This habi- 
tat restoration project is considered essential to meet the 
short- and long-term goals of the Massachusetts Division 
of Fisheries and Wildlife Buzzards Bay tern restoration 
program and would be an important step in meeting the 
goals of the Federal Recovery Plan for the Northeastern 
population of the Roseate Tern." 

Restoring the revetment has the added benefit of 
protecting the historic Bird Island lighthouse, a supple- 
mental goal of the proposed project. Revetment and Nest- 
ing Habitat Restoration (Alternative C) is the recommend- 
ed plan. Restoring the stone revetment would stabilize 
the shorefront and attenuate wave energy, protecting the 
island from all but extreme storm waves and reduce the 
rate of erosion of upland material. Sand from dredging 
the Cape Cod Canal Hog Island Channel, or other source, 
would be placed in the eroded and scoured areas inside 
the revetment. This material would restore appropri- 
ate substrates for nesting terns outside the range of tidal 
influence. 

The restored nesting areas would improve and 
expand Common Tern nesting areas within the revetment.

reducing Common Tern encroachment into the higher 
elevation. Roseate Tern nesting areas. The project would 
allow the Roseate Tern population to increase without 
adversely affecting the Common Tern populations. 

Based on average tern densities on Bird Island 
from 2001 to 2005 (provided by the Massachusetts Divi- 
sion of Fisheries and Wildlife), Bird Island currently sup- 
ports 750 Roseate Tern nesting pairs and 1,900 Common 
Tern nesting pairs. The proposed restoration alternative 
would provide a suitable substrate to increase the number 
of Roseate Tern nesting pairs to an estimated 1,157 and in- 
crease Common Tern nesting pairs to an estimated 2,893. 

"Three alternatives, including the No Action Al- 
ternative, were considered to restore tern-nesting habitat 
on Bird Island," Mr Oliver said. Under the No Action 
Alternative, the island would lose at least 0.5 additional 
acres of suitable nesting area over the next 50 years. Un- 
der the second alternative (Alternative B), the revetment 
would be restored in the same general location to protect 
and maintain the existing 1.5 acres of suitable tern nest- 
ing habitat; however, no restoration of eroded substrates 
would be conducted. 

The third alternative (Alternative C) involves 
stabilizing the revetment in the same general location and 
restoring just over one-half acre of substrate landward of 
the revetment, which would provide 2.2 acres of suit- 
able nesting habitat. Restored substrates in combination 
with management practices, including placement of nest

boxes, would allow the Roseate Tern population to be 
maintained and eventually increase without adversely 
affecting the Common Tern populations. "Alternative C 
provides a suitable substrate to increase the number of 
nesting pairs of Roseate Terns and Common Terns consis- 
tent with project goals and was therefore determined to be 
the recommended plan," Mr. Oliver said. 

Two other alternatives, aimed at expanding the 
island by 1 and 2 acres respectively, were eliminated from 
detailed evaluation in the report because of their potential 
impacts to aquatic habitats. 

Roseate Terns are very sensitive to disturbance 
during their nesting season and therefore, no construction 
activities will be scheduled on the island from April 7 to 
September 7 in any year. 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service provided con- 
currence that the proposed project is likely to have only 
beneficial effects on the Roseate Tern and therefore, no 
formal consultation pursuant to Section 7 of the Endan- 
gered Species Act is required. 

Impacts to Essential Fish Habitat in the project 
area were avoided or minimized to the maximum extent 
practicable through the planning and design process. 

A Detailed Project Report/ Environmental As- 
sessment was prepared for this environmental restora- 
tion project. This project was coordinated with both the 
Massachusetts State Historic Preservation Officer and 
the Wampanoag Tribe of Gay Head (Aquinnah) in 2001 
and 2002 resulting in a finding of no adverse effect upon 
significant cultural resources. 

"The proposed project serves to protect the 
historic Bird Island Lighthouse and the island itself from 
further erosion by rebuilding the existing stone revet- 
ment," Oliver said. "Although the revetment dates from 
the mid-19th Century, due to storm damage and erosion, 
it has been modified and both repaired and rebuilt several 
times." 

The proposed work is being coordinated with the 
following Federal, state and local agencies: U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, U.S. Environmental Protection Agency,

An Inconvenient Truth. Starring Al Gore. 
Directed by Davis Guggenheim. Running 
time: 100 minutes. MPAA rating: PG. 

M Eventheliberal-minded, the film's mostreceptive 

audience, may approach the Al Gore presentation An 
^^^K^f Inconvenient Truth with something of a heavy heart 
^^^B and a weary step. The melting ice caps, the factories 
^^^^ belching toxins into the sky, the hotter summers and 
stronger hurricanes ... Oh, God, this again? Many people may go to the 
film (or not go at all) expecting a hectoring guilt trip, the piercing sound 
of alarmism. But Al Gore, in his slide show and in the film that documents 
it, docs not shout at us. He speaks quietly but firmly, and he has nothing 
of the wild-eyed doomsayer in his demeanor (which made George H.W. 
Bush's frantic 1992 denunciations of Gore as "wacky" and "Ozone Man" 
sound as ridiculous as they were). Gore is too straight — and often, in the 
past anyway, too dull — to entertain fanciful notions about environmental 
catastrophe. He just knows what he knows, and he talks to us about it. 

As a docu-narrative. An Inconvenient Truth isn't as cartoonish or as 
antic as Michael Moore's jabs from the left can often be. Gore and his 
director, Davis Guggenheim, aren't trying to persuade us with politics but 
with science. Guggenheim takes up the considerable challenge of mak- 
ing an hour and forty minutes of a fifty-eight- year-old man talking about 
carbon-dioxide emissions visually varied and interesting. Photographed 
against giant screens. Gore is rendered small, inconsequential, which is 
part of the filmmaking's point: Forget the messenger (whom much of the 
country is predisposed to dislike and ignore) and listen to the message. 
And Gore's voice doesn't sound anything like it did on the campaign trail; 
he's working with material he's honed over many years, and the facts and 
figures slide out naturally. This is not Al Gore the conservatives' punching 
bag; this is Al Gore the person, Earthling, father, son, bereaved brother. 

Occasionally, Guggenheim breaks away from Gore's presentation 
to show Gore in a more intimate, reflective mode. He talks about almost 
losing his son, about losing his sister to lung cancer, about losing the 2000 
election. These are not gambits meant to soften us up for a Gore run at the 
presidency in 2008 — he's made it pretty clear he's not interested. No, 
these are examples of how a man who' d had a fairly easy life was changed 
by misfortune and came out of it determined to be more engaged in poli- 




cies that can improve the quality of life. Gore refers to his father, who'd 
had a prosperous tobacco farm but then let it go following his daughter's 
death. We get the point: sacrifice is needed for the greater good. 

An Inconvenient Truth rattles off the statistics, many of which you 
may have heard before, though here they have the accumulating quality 
of a nightmare. We are slashing our own throats, the film says, and not 
only is it not good ecology, it's not good business. Our industrial might 
has brought us to a do-or-die point. For many, the idea is too large to 
process; the impulse is to move immediately to denial, skepticism. Gore 
knows this, though I wonder if he will ever find a way to reach those 
who simply, steadfastly, won't attend his slide show in person or on film. 
A completely uncontroversial and universally loved and trusted persona 
might be a better vehicle for the message — think of James Stewart in 
his prime, or the Walter Cronkite who swayed a nation's thinking about 
Vietnam. But there is no one like that now; there's only Al Gore, hoping 
that people can get beyond their own fears and the very fact of who he is 
and listen to him. 

What Gore does do, and Just when we need it, is to offer some hope; 
he doesn't leave us with the ashy taste of despair. He ends with a list of 
great achievements made at great costby Americans in history, and implies 
5iat we are of the same sturdy stock and can easily do our bit to reduce 
carbon-dioxide emissions. In terms of sacrifice, using better lightbulbs or 
driving only when necessary don't seem nearly as significant as having 
one's brains blown out in the Civil War to end slavery. Maybe, though, 
we've reached a point where we feel entitled to go on wasting, to go on 
having children and toting them around in SUVs. Hurricane Katrina sent 
a pretty extreme message that we are no longer so entitled. Gore delivers 
his message much more calmly but no less powerfully.
